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CONSTITUTION. 


We  the  people  of  the  United  States,  in  order  to  form  a more 
perfect  union,  establish  justice,  insure  domestic  tranquili- 
ty, provide  for  the  common  defence,  promote  the  general 
welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves 
and  our  posterity,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution 
for  the  United  States  of  America. 

ARTICLE  I. 


SECTION  I. 

All  legislative  powers  herein  granted  shall  be008*""- 
vested  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which 
shall  consist  of  a Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives. 

SECTION  II. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  compo-Repre#entn. 
sed  of  members  chosen  every  second  year  by  lhe*^nlK,w 
people  of  the  several  Stat  es, and  the  electors  in  each 
State  shall  have  the  qualifications  requisite  for 
electors  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  State 
Legislature. 

No  person  shall  be  a Representative  who  shallau^y^ 
not  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  anduvw. 
been  seven  years  a citizen  of  the  United  States, 
and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant 
of  that  State  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen.  Appointment 

Representatives  and  direct  taxes  shall  be  appoin-0f  Reprceentn- 
ted  among  the  several  States  which  may  be  in-^vx^“ndd‘rcct 
eluded  within  this  Union,  according  to  their  res- 
pective numbers,  which  shall  be  determined  by 
addin?  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  in- 
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eluding  those  bound  ter  service  for  a term  of  years, 
and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three- fifths  of 
all  other  persons.  The  actual  enumeration  shall 
be  made  within  three  years  after  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  within 
u^ny^iTery  every  subsequent  term  of  ten  years,  in  such  man- 
1.0F  as  they  shall  by  law  direct.  The  number  of 
Representatives  shaH  not  exceed  one  for  every 
thirty  thousand,  but  each  State  shall  have  at  least 
one  Representative;  and  until  such  enumeration 
shall  be  made,  the  Slate  of  New  Hampshire  shall 
be  entitled  to  choose  three,  Massachusetts  eight, 
Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations  one, 
Connecticut  five,  Neio  York  six, New  Jersey  four, 
Pennsylvania  eight,  Delaware  one,  Maryland 
six,  Virginia  ten.  North  Carolina  five,  South 
Carolina  five,  and  Georgia  three. 

When  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation 
from  any  State,  the  Executive  authority  thereof 
shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies.

SECTION  HI.

Senator  shall  have  one  vote. 

tvnators  close-  Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled  in 
C<L  consequence  of  the  first  election,  they  shall  be  di- 

vided as  equally  as  may  be  into  three  classes. — 
The  seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be 
vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  yoar,  of 
the  second  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  fourth 
year,  and  of  the  third  class  at  the  expiration  of 
the  sixth  v^ar.  that  one-third  may  be  chosen 
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every  second  year;  and  if  vacancies  happen  by 
signation,  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the 
legislature  of  any  State,  the  executive  thereof  may 
make  temporary  appointments  until  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  legislature,  which  shall  then  fill  such 
vacancies. 

No  person  shall  be  a Senator  who  shall  not  have^-^flw^n 
attained  to  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  been  nine 
years  a citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall 
not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of  that  State 
for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

The  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  yim  Prudent 
be  president  of  the  Senate,  but  shall  have  no  vote,10  prMt  * 
unless  they  be  equally  divided. 

The  Senate  shall  choose  their  other  officers, andomccn.  or 
also  a President  pro  tempore . in  the  absence  of  the®*"0'*' 

Vice  President,  or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  of- 
fice of  President,  of  the  United  States. 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  allTrlnl  ofhB_ 
impeachments.  When  sitting  for  that  purpose, Pcochmcnts- 
they  shall  be  on  oath  or  affirmation.  When  the 
President  of  the  United  States  is  tried,  the  Chief 
Justice  shall  preside:  and  no  person  shall  be  con- 
victed without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of

Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  impeachment; 
extend  further  than  to  removal  from  office,  and 
disqualification  to  hold  and  enjoy  any  office  of 
honor,  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States:— Effoctof 
but  the  party  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be  lia- 
ble and  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment  and 
punishment,  according  to  law. 

SECTION'  IV.

but  the  Congress  may  at  any  time  by  law  make 
or  alter  such  regulations,  except  as  to  the  places 
of  choosing  Senators. 

M°mb&u nuai-  The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in 
every  year,  and  such  meeting  shall  boon  the  first 
Monday  in  December,  unless  they  shall  by  law 
appoint  a different  day.

Each  house  shall  ba  the  judge  of  the  elections, 
returns  and  qualifications  of  its  own  members, and 
a majority  of  each  shall  constitute  a quorum  to  do 
business;  but  a smaller  number  may  adjourn  from 
day  to  day,  and  may  be  authorized  to  compel  the 
attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner, 
and  under  such  penalties  as  each  house  may  pro- 
vide. 

Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  pro- 
ceedings, punish  its  members  for  disorderly  beha- 
vior, and  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  ex- 
pel a member. 

Each  house  shall  keep  a journal  of  its  proceed- 
Wt  and  put  i ngs,  and  from  time  to  time  publish  the  same,  ex- 
ceptmg  such  parts  as  may  in  their  judgment  re- 
YcM&nayg.  quire  secrecy,;  and  tho  yeas  and  nays  of  the  mem- 
bers of  either  house  on  any  question  shall,  at  the 
desire  of  one-fifth  of  those  present,  be  entered  on 
the  journal. 

Neither  house,  during  the  session  of  Congress, 
Adjoummenta.shaii>  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for 
more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than 
that  in  which  the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting. 


The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  receive 

a compensation  for  then  services,  to  be  ascertained 


hy  law,  and  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United1’'"1'*’'' 
States.  They  shall  m all  cases,  except  treason, 
felony  and  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from 
arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the  session  of 
their  respective  houses,  and  in  going  to  and  return- 
ing from  the  same;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate 
in  either  house,  they  shall  not  bo  questioned  in 
any  other  place. 

No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  theMcmb)Jrsnot 
tune  for  which  he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  anyajjj£jBtedt0 
civil  office  under  the  authority  of  the  United 
States,  which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the  emol- 
uments whereof  shall  have  been  increased  during 
such  time;  and  no  person  holding  any  office  underofflcenafcov.

SECTION  VII. 

All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  thegev(.nuc  WJU_ 
House  of  Representatives;  but  the  Senate  may 
proposo  or  concur  with  amendments  as  on  other 
bills. 

Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  HouseBrae^tw^w- 
of  Representatives  and  Senate,  shall,  before  it  be- President, 
come  a law,  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the^  ^ 
United  States;  if  he  approve  he  shall  sign  it,  butcvw 
if  not  ho  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections  to 
that  house  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who 
shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their  journal, 
and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If  after  such  recon-^uc^f 
sideration  two-thirds  of  that  house  shall  agree  to 
pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the 
objections,  to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall 
likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two- 
thirds  of  that  house,  it  shall  become  a law.  But 
in  all  such  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  6hall  be 
determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the 


persons  voting  tor  and  against  the  bill  shall  be*  en- 
tered on  the  journal  of  each  house  respectively,

Treasury  of  the  United  States;  and  all  such  laws 
shall  be  subject  to  the  revision  and  control  of  the 
Congress. 

No  State  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Con-Furthw  dl.nla, 
gress,  lay  any  duty  of  tonage,  keep  troops,  or  ships®^wori  t0 
of  war  in  time  of  peace,  enter  into  any  agree-8 
ment  or  compact  with  another  State,  or  with  a 
foreign  power,  or  engage  in  war,  unless  actually 
invaded,  or  in  such  imminent  danger  as  will  not 
admit  of  delay. 

ARTICLE  II. 


SECTION  1. 

The  Executive  power  shall  bo  vested  in  a Pre*.PnM,hl0l,‘ 
sident  of  the  United  States  of  America.  He 


shall  hold  his  office  daring  the  term  of  four  years, 
and,  together  with  the  Vice  President,  chosen  for 
the  same  term,  be  elected,  as  follows: 

Electors,  how  Each  State  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the

under  the  United  States,  shall  be  appointed  an 
elector. 

The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States,

eioctapresi-  at  least  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same 
president™6  State  with  themelves.  And  they  shall  make  a 
list  of  all  the  persons  voted  for,  and  of  the  num- 
ber of  votes  for  each;  which  list  they  shall  sign 
and  certify,  and  transmit  sealed  to  the  seat  of  the 
Government  of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the 
President  of  the  Senate.  The  President  of  th« 
Senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  open  all  the  eertifi- 
roiinVd’in8  cates,  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted.  The 
congress.  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall 
be  the  President,  if  such  number  be  a majority  of 
the  whole  number  of  eleetors  appointed;  and  if 
there  be  more  than  one  who  have  such  majority, 
and  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the 
Represents-  House  of  Representatives  shall  immediately 
Ifoic ctorafai *°c h o o s e by  ballot  one  of  them  for  President;  and 
if  no  person  have  a majority,  then  from  the  five 
highest  on  the  list  the  said  House  shall  in  like 
8t°tes.by  manner  choose  the  President.  But  in  choosing 
the  President,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  States, 
the  representation  from  each  State  having  one  vote; 
a quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of  a mem- 
ber or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the  States, 
and  a majority  of  all  the  States  shall  be  necessary 
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to  a choice.  hr every  case,  alter  the  choice  of  the 
President,  the  person  having  the  greatest  number Jj"  rfe6i 
of  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent. But  if  there  should  remain  two  or  more 
who  have  equal  votes,  the  Senate  shall  choose 
from  them  by  ballot  the  Vice  President.* 

The  Congress  may  determine  the  time  of  choos-JJggJ ““d 
ing  the  electors,  and  the  day  on  which  they  shalleiectors. 
give  their  votes;  which  day  shall  be  the  same 
throughout  the  United  States. 

No  person  except  a natural  born  citizen,  or  a4aaia«*tion* 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  at  the  time  of  the°  prc'’1  cnt' 
adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  eligible  to 
the  office  of  President;  neither  shall  any  person 
be  eligibe  to  that  office  who  shall  not  have  attained 
to  the  age  of  thirty-five  years,  and  been  fourteen 
years  a resident  within  the  United  Sates. 

In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  President  fromJj“®^jM“,h 
office,  or  of  his  death,  resignation  or  inability  todcAt. 
discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  said  office, 
the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice  President, 
and  the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case 
of  removal,  death,  resignation,  or  inability,  both 
of  the  President  and  Vice  President,  declaring  what 
officer  shall  then  act  as  President,  and  such  officer 
shall  act  accordingly,  until  the  disability  be  re- 
moved, or  a President  shall  be  elected. 

The  President  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  forcom^nMtkm 
his  services,  a compensation,  which  shall  neither0  prC3‘  °” 
be  increased  nor  diminished  during  the  period  for 
which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  and  he  shall  not 
receive  within  that  period  any  other  emolument 
from  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them. 

Before  he  enters  on  the  execution  of  his  office, oath, 
he  shall  take  theiollowing  oath  or  affirmation:— 

“I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I will

faithfully  execute  the  oitice  of  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  will  to  the  best  of  my  ability, 
preserve,  protect  and  defend  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States/’ 


SECTION'  II. 

The  President  shall  be  Commander-in-chief 
duties  of  the  of  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of 
president.  tke  militia  of  the  several  States,  when  called  into 
the  actual  service  of  the  United  States;  he  may 
require  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of  the  principal 
officer  in  each  of  the  executive  departments,  upon 
any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respect- 
ive offices;  and  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  re- 
prieves and  pardons  for  offences  against  the  Unit- 
ed States,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment. 

He  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  make  treaties,  pro- 
vided two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present  concur; 
an<^  ^ie  nominate>  an(*  by  and  with  the  advice 
ow.  ^ and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  ambass- 
adors, other  public  ministers  and  consuls,  judges 
of  the  supreme  court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the 
United  States,  whose  appointments  are  not  herein 
otherwise  provided  for,  and  which  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  law.  But  the  Congress  may,  by  law, 
vest  the  appointment  of  such  inferior  officers  as

IN  CONVENTION. 

Monday,  September  17,  1787. 

Resolved,  That  the  preceding  Constitution  belaid  before 
the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  and  that  it  is  the 
opinion  of  this  Convention  that  it  should  afterwards  be  sub- 
mitted to  a convention  of  delegates,  chosen  in  each  State 
by  the  people  thereof,  under  the  recommendation  of  its 
Legislature,  for  their  assent  and  ratification;  and  that  each 
convention,  assenting  to  and  ratifying  the  same,  should  give 
notice  thereof  to  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  that 
as  soon  as  the  conventions  of  nine  States  shall  have  ratified 
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this  Constitution,  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled 
should  fix  a day  on  which  electors  should  be  appointed  by 
the  States  which  shall  have  ratified  the  same,  and  a day  on 
which  eleetors«$hould  assemble  to  vote  for  the  President, 
and  the  time  and  place  for  commencing  proceedings  under 
this  Constitution.  That  after  such  publication  the  electors 
should  be  appointed,  and  the  Senators  and  Representatives 
elected;  that  the  electors  should  meet  on  the  day  fixed  for 
the  election  of  the  President,  and  should  transmit  their  votes 
certified,  signed,  sealed  and  directed,  as  the  Constitution 
requires,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  United  States  in  Congress 
assembled;  that  the  Senators  and  Representatives  should 
convene  at  the  time  and  place  assigned;  that  the  Senators 
should  appoint  a President  of  the  Senate,  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  receiving,  opening,  and  counting  the  votes  for  Presi- 
dent; and  that,  after  he  shall  be  chosen,  the  Congress,  to- 
gether with  the  President,  should,  without  delay,  proceed 
to  execute  this  Constitution.

IN  CONVENTION. 

September  17,  1787. 

Sir:  We  have  now  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  that  Con- 
stitution which  has  appeared  to  us  the  most  advisable. 

The  friends  of  our  country  have  long  seen  and  desired 
that  the  power  of  making  war,  peace,  and  treaties;  that  of 
levying  money  and  regulating  commerce,  and  the  corres- 
pondent executive  and  judicial  authorities,  should  be  fully 
and  effectually  vested  in  the  General  Government  of  the 
Union:  but  the  impropriety  of  delegating  such  extensive 
trust  to  one  body  of  men  is  evident:  hence  results  the  ne- 
cessity of  a different  organization. 
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It  is  obviously  impracticable  in  the  Federal  Govern* 
mout  of  these  States,  to  sop ure  all  rights  of  independent 
sovereignty  to  each,  and  yet  provide  for  the  interest  and 
safety  of  all.  Individuals  entering  into  society,  must  give 
up  a share  of  liberty  to  preserve  the  rest.  The  magnitude 
of  the  sacrifice  must  depend  as  well  on  situation  and  cir- 
cumstance, as  on  the  object  to  be  obtained.  It  is  at  all 
times  difficult  to  draw  with  precision  the  line  between  those 
rights  which  must  be  surrendered,  and  those  which  may  be 
reserved;  and  on  the  present  occasion  this  difficulty  was 
increased  by  a difference  among  the  several  States,  as  to 
their  situation,  extent,  habits,  and  particular  interests. 

In  all  our  deliberations  on  this  subject,  we  kept  steadily 
in  our  view  that  which  appears  to  us  the  greatest  interest 
of  every  true  American — the  consolidation  of  our  Union — 
in  which  is  involved  our  prosperity,  felicity,  safety,  per- 
haps our  national  existence.  This  important  consideration, 
seriously  and  deeply  impressed  on  our  minds,  led  each  State 
in  the  convention  to  be  less  rigid  on  points  of  inferior  mag- 
nitude, than  might  have  been  otherwise  expected;  and  thus 
the  Constitution,  which  we  now  present,  is  the  result  of  a 
spirit  of  amity,  and  of  that  mutual  deference  and  concession 
which  the  peculiarity  of  our  political  situation  rendered  in- 
dispensable. 

That  it  will  meet  the  full  and  entire  approbation  of  every 
State,  is  not,  perhaps,  to  be  expected;  but  each  will  doubt- 
less consider,  that,  had  her  interest  been  alone  consulted, 
the  consequences  might  have  been  particularly  disagreeable 
or  injurious  to  others;  that  it  is  liable  to  as  few  exceptions 
as  could  reasonably  have  been  expected,  we  hope  and  be- 
lieve; that  it  may  promote  the  lasting  welfare  of  that  coun- 
try so  dear  to  us  all,  and  secure  her  freedom  and  happiness 
is  our  most  ardent  wish.

AMENDMENTS. 

ARTICLE  I. 

Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment 
of  religion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof ; or 
abridging  the  freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the  press;  or  the 
right  of  the  people  peaceably  to  assemble,  and  to  petition  the 
government  for  a redress  of  grievances. 

• 

ARTICLE  II. 

A well-regulated  militia,  being  necessary  to  the  security 
of  a free  state,  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  hear 
arms,  shall  not  be  infringed. 

ARTICLE  III. 

No  soldier  shall  in  time  of  peace  be  quartered  in  any 
house,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  tiara 
of  war,  but  in  a manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 
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ARTICLE  IT. 

The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons, 
houses,  papers,  and  effects,  against  unreasonable  searches 
and  seizures,  shall  not  be  violated,  and  no  warrants  shall 
issue,  but  upon  probable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affirm- 
Muni,  a.id  particularly  describing  the  place  to  be  searched, 
and  the  persons  or  tilings  to  be  seized. 

ARTICLE  V. 

No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a capital,  or  other- 
wise infamous  crime,  unless  on  a presentment  or  indictment 
of  a grand  jury,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the  land  or 
naval  lorces,  or  in  the  militia,  when  in  actural  service  in 
time  of  war  or  public  danger;  nor  shall  any  person  be  sub- 
ject lor  the  same  offence  to  be  twice  put  in  jeapordy  of  life 
or  limb;  nor  shall  be  compelled  in  any  criminal  case  to  be  a 
witness  against  himself,  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or 
property,  without  due  process  of  law;  nor  shall  private  prop- 
erty b«  taken  for  public  use,  without  just  compensation. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the 
right  to  a speedy  and  public  trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  of 
the  State  and  district  wherein  the  crime  shall  have  been 
committed,  which  district  shall  have  been  previously  ascer- 
tained by  law,  and  to  be  informed  of  the  nature  and  cause 
of  the  accusation ; to  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses 
against  him;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  wit- 
nesses in  his  favor,  and  to  have  the  assistance  of  counsel 
for  his  defence. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

In  suits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  in  controversy 
shall  exceed  twenty  dollars,  the  right  of  trial' by  jury  shall 
be  preserved,  and  no  fact  tried  by  a jury  shall  be  otherwise 
re-examined  in  any  court  of  the  United  States,  than  accord- 
ing to  the  rules  of  the  common  law. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines 
imposed,  nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 

ARTICLE  ix. 

"The  enumeration  in  the  Constitution,  of  certain  rights,  shall 
not  be  construed  to  deny  or  disparage  others  retained  by 
the  people. 

article  x. 

The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the 
Constitution,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  are  reserved 
to  the  States  respectively,  or  to  the  people. 

ARTICLE  XL 

The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be 
construed  to  extend  to  any  suit  in  law  or  equity,  commen- 
ced or  prosecuted  against  one  of  the  United  States  by  citi- 
zens of  another  State,  or  by  citizens  or  subjects  of  any 
foreign  State. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States,  and 
vote  by  ballot  for  President  and  Vice  President,  one  of  whom, 
at  least,  shall  not'be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with 
themselves;  they  shall  name  in  their  ballots  the  person  vo- 
ted for  as  President,  and  in  distinct  ballots  the  person  voted 
for  as  Vice  President;  and  they  shall  make  distinct  lists  of  all 
persons  voted  for  as  President,  and  of  all  persons  voted  for 
as  Vice  President,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each, 
which  lists  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit 
sealed  to  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate; — the  President  of 
the  Senate  shall,  in  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  open  all  the  certificates  and  the  votes 
shall  then  be  counted, — the  person  having  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  for  President,  shall  be  the  President,  if  such 
d 
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number  be  a majority  of  the  whole  number,  of  electors  ap- 
pointed; and  if  no  person  have  such  majority,  then  from 
the  persons  having  the  highest  numbers  not  exceeding  three 
on  the  list  of  those  voted  for  as  President,  the  House  of 
Representatives  shall  choose  immediately,  by  ballot,  the 
President.  But  in  choosing  the  President,  the  vhtes  shall 
be  taken  by  States,  the  representation  from  each  State  hav- 
ing 6ne  vote;  a quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of  a 
member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the  States,  and  a 
majority  of  all  the  States  shall  be  necessary  to  a choice. 
And  if  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  not  choose  a 
President  whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  devolve  upon 
them,  before  the  fourth  day  of  March  next  following,  then 
the  Vice  President  shall  act  as  President,  as  in  the  case  of 
the  death  or  oth^r  constitutional  disability  of  the  Presi- 
dent. 

The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  Vice 
President,  shall  be  the  Yice  President,  if  such  number  be  a 
majority  of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed,  and  if 
no  person  have  a majority,  then  from  the  two  highest  num- 
bers on  the  list,  the  Senate  shall  choose  the  Yice  President- 
a quorum  for  the  purpose  shall  consist  of  two-thirds  of  the 
whole  number  of  Senators,  and  a majority  of  the  whole 
number  shall  be  ’necessary  to  a choice. 

But  no  person  constitutionally  ineligible  to  the  office  of 
President  shall  be  eligible  to  that  of  Vice  President  of  the 
United  Slates.

be  construed  to  inhibit  the  government  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  from  dividing  said  territory  into  two  or 
more  territories,  in  such  manner,  and  at  such  times, 
as  congress  shall  deem  convenient  and  proper,  or 
from  attaching  any  portion  of  said  territory  to  any 
other  state  or  territory  of  the  United  States.
